JOSEPH ARBURUA, D.V.M. 
(Continued from Last Issue) 


During the year 1889 the committee ap- 
pointed the first annual meeting draft 
bill regulate veterinary practice the state, 
was unable present one that was acceptable 
the members. The difference opinion be- 
tween the qualified (graduates) and the non- 
graduates was such variance that agree- 
ment was reached. 

Nevertheless the association continued 
grow and expand, becoming statewide or- 
ganization fact, evidenced account 
the second annual meeting. 

This meeting convened San Francisco 
December, 1889, Wednesday and adjourned 
the end the same day meet the fol- 
lowing evening, for two-day meeting, the 
office the “Rural Californian,” Los An- 
geles. 

This meeting was the first Southern meeting 
and the membership was augmented the 
admission several Southern veterinarians. 
These were: Blackinston (Ont.), Pierce 
(Chicago), Oliver (Chicago), 
Witherspoon (non-graduate) Los Angeles 
and Rowland (Amer.) Pasadena. This 
brought the membership with seven rep- 
resenting Southern California. 

From newspaper clipping concerning this 
meeting learn that local veterinary asso- 
ciation which met quarterly, was organized 
Los Angeles May, 1889. The official name 
this association not given but pre- 
sumed that this was the old Southern Cali- 
fornia Veterinary Medical Association. Its 
first officers were Drs. Rowland, President; 
Whittlesey, Vice President; and Morrison, 
Secretary Treasurer. All its members were 
taken into the Califorina State Association. 
will remembered that Drs. Rowland and 
Morrison were already members. 

The third annual meeting held December 
12, 1890, Sacramento, was highlighted 
address Governor George Markham, 
showing that the association was accumulat- 
ing prestige. The Governor’s address was re- 
sponded Dr. Spencer. Spencer’s response 
written longhand himself one the 
treasures his album. 

1891 the first effort was made have 
State Practice Act enacted. This bill known 
the Williams Veterinary Bill, however, was 
sponsored group non-graduate practi- 
tioners and was unacceptable the associa- 
tion, and therefore did not get its support. 
There were, this time, about 100 men prac- 
ticing veterinary medicine the State, 
whom less than per cent were college grad- 
uates. Many the unqualified men were 
politically strong their respective commu- 
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nities. Fearing they would denied the 
privilege following their trade, naturally 
they were not willing support restrictions 
relating their behavior and livelihood and 
saw that any proposed legislation would 
protect them. The bill did not pass the legis- 
lature. interesting note what, least 
one the legislators, thought the veteri- 
narian. opposing this bill the solon re- 
marked “All veterinarians are nothing but 
veterinary cranks. veterinary surgeon 
nothing but man who has not the ability 
become medical man.” 

For this remark the Senator received 
sound verbal castigation from President 
Maclay the fourth annual meeting which 
was held the Hotel Baldwin San Fran- 
cisco, December 1891. Though unsuccess- 
ful securing recognition and protection for 
the qualified veterinarian, appears that 
this point the association was riding the 
crest the wave success. The program was 
replete with good papers and attendance was 
good, reflecting much enthusiasm. 

According the clipping the annual ban- 
quet was held the Maison Riche and the 
“menu was most elegant and costly.” 
Egan was the toastmaster, giving toast 
“Our Profession” which was responded 
Dr. Maclay. Many toasts and speeches were 
offered and amusing stories were told. The 
great Chinese interpreter, Robert Mitchel, the 
baritone, Belcher, and Dr. Maclay en- 
tertained the group with solos, duets and trios. 
The party finally broke singing “Auld Lang 
Syne” and opine must have been gala 
affair. 

New officers replaced those who had been 
the chair for three years. Morrison was 
made President, Egan, Vice President, 
Archibald Sacramento, Secretary, and 
Orvis, Treasurer. 

During the year Dr. Woodruff had passed 
away. will remembered that had 
been treasurer (1889-91) the association. 
This was the first member lost death. 

Quarterly meetings had been held regularly 
since the organization the association. 
These meetings were held the Northern 
California cities San Francisco, Stockton, 
San Jose and Sacramento these were the 
only ones large enough support more than 
one qualified veterinarian. The custom 
holding the quarterly meetings the North 
continued but December 14, 1892, the fifth 
annual meeting was held Los Angeles. This 
was the second meeting held the 
South. Thereafter the annual meetings were 
held North and South alternate years.

records. 
Irregular Estrus 

large percentage mares are irregular 
their estrual periods. Some may not show 
symptoms estrus teaser even though 
all other symptoms are normal. Some foaling 
mares will not show symptoms estrus after 
they have been bred their foaling heat 
(horsemen call these “every-other-year 
breeders”). Some show false symptoms 
heat diestrus. Some have short periods, 
while others show symptoms for several 
weeks. 

Mares usually show the same type pecu- 
liarity their estrus periods each year, al- 
though they may differ barren mares from 
when nursing foal. For this reason helps 
have had experience with mare pre- 
ceding years order know what may 
expected her. Veterinarians have the ad- 
vantage being able these ir- 
regularities, especially they have close 
supervision the breeding activities. 

Because these irregularities, the greatest 
difficulty getting mares foal seems 
breeding them the proper time rela- 
tion ovulation. Breeding the proper 
time not the entire solution, many mares 
have been bred repeatedly throughout es- 
trual periods without conceiving; however, 
there optimum time breed most mares. 
doubt this varies different mares. 

Breeders usually try have their mares 
covered particular day the period, 
depending past experiences. fre- 
quently difficult determine the exact day 
mare comes estrus, how long she will 
remain estrus. 

Semen Survival 

commonly considered that most stal- 
lion sperm will survive for approximately 
thirty hours the genital tract mares, but 
the tract not entirely normal the survival 
time will shorter. Day (England) reports 
that some cases spermatozoa survive for 
six days and that fertility fairly high dur- 
ing this time. This would seem longer than 
usual from the experience the practical 
breeder. There general agreement that the 
spermatozoa must the genital tract 
the mare before ovulation occurs order for 
fertilization result. 

There way telling how long mare 
will remain estrus except from previous 


experience with her. The average period 
shorter the latter part the breeding sea- 
son, which probably ome reason that 
higher percentage mares get foal this 
time. The best that one can do, then, breed 
time the period has been diffcult 
get mare foal, possibly give more 
than one cover the mare remains heat 
longer than expected. 


Ovulation 


Most breeders believe, from practical ex- 
perience, that mares are more apt get 
foal when bred toward the end the estrual 
period. Those men! who have studied the 
ovulation time relation the estrual period 
palpation of.the ovary per rectum, find 
that there more constant relation between 
ovulation and the cessation heat, than be- 
tween ovulation and the appearance heat. 
Ovulation usually occurred during the last 
one two days estrus and rarely more 
than three days before the end estrus. 

who followed the estrual period 
observing the changes the vagina, and 
studied large number breeding records, 
found that the highest percentage preg- 
nancies occurred mares bred the second 
and third day estrus. This would 
expected mares with normal estrus. 


the common practice horse-breeding cen- 


ters breed the second third day 
estrus and records indicate this the ad- 
visable procedure. with the irregular 
mares that veterinarian greatly con- 
cerned. They are individual problems and 
their history and symptoms must studied 
carefully. 

The determining the ovulation 
time palpation the ovaries not com- 
monly used practicing veterinarians, 
has more limitations than vaginal examina- 
tion for determining the proper time breed 
mares that show irregular estrus. There are 
but few mares which the estrual changes 
the vagina and cervix cannot inter- 
preted. Also, there are but few mares, who 
not show symptoms estrus teaser, 
which estrual period can not found 
within days simply vaginal examina- 
tion. The vaginal changes are sufficient 
duration estrus that mares can bred 
either early late the period desired.

Brucellosis has been one our most diffi- 
cult problems for many reasons, all which 
should fully understand are over- 
come them. Our splendid record livestock 
disease control unequalled any other 
country, and has been sound economically. 
have dealt with seemingly very difficult 
problems through study, including controlled 
experiments, followed adherence the 
plan considered best until the disease was 
eradicated successfully controlled. 

However, single plan attack bru- 
cellosis has proved successful under all con- 
ditions. Leaders livestock disease control 
have found difficult adjust this situa- 
tion, and too often tended explain only 
one favored plan the owner. When the 
owner then talked another veterinarian 
who preferred another plan, confusion was 
inevitable. must make all the information 
have available the owner, and let him 
help decide which plan best suits his peculiar 
circumstances. Nothing will more enlist 
his cooperation than having him feel that 
has full share the project. 

Ever since started nationwide 
brucellosis control program, the country has 
been one emergency another. First 
was surplus, and then before could apply 
the brakes was scarcity. The surplus, 
realize, was more matter distribution 
than numbers, the shortage result 
increased demand rather than fewer cattle. 

During the surplus, had the largest 
number regularly employed veterinarians 
history; but the heavy losses from brucel- 
losis, and the confidence established past 
successes, caused livestock owners come 
greater numbers than could possibly 
cared for. 

the surplus rapidly became scarcity, 
also found ourselves with the most serious 
shortage veterinarians have ever ex- 
perienced livestock disease eradication 
project. Meanwhile the best food-production 
and conservation campaign ever organized 
began, stressing brucellosis eradication. More 
and more producers demanded service, and 
our efforts were spread entirely too thin; 
too many cases did not follow through. 

During both surplus and scarcity, the inter- 
change cattle was accelerated. This con- 
tinuous shifting and intermingling one 
the most serious obstacles disease eradica- 
tion, but with steady increase sales yards, 
truck and even air transportation, doubt 
here stay. 


Our greatest difficulty, however, arose from 


confusion, due largely failure reach na- 
tionwide agreement control procedures. 
Past successes were due the cooperation 
all concerned; but instead getting together 
this most difficult problem, too often 
indulged ourselves each other. 

are keep our leading position 
the field disease control, must all 
willing accept the basic principles which 
adhered the past: (1) love for the facts; 


(2) determination know the facts; (3) 


ingness examine the information made 
available through research and its practical 
application the field; (4) full acceptance 
the facts, regardless former opinions. 

Following are some the facts: 

Brucellosis can economically eradi- 
cated from any herd, the procedures most 
suitable the particular circumstances are 
followed through under the direction men 
trained livestock disease control, and the 
owner caretaker gives full cooperation. 

Since brucellosis can eradicated from 
single herd, can, applying the same 
principles, eradicated from area. 

livestock disease has ever been con- 
trolled until the carriers have been destroyed 
properly restricted movement. There- 
fore, permanent identification and quarantine 
slaughter infected cattle basic re- 
quirement any control project. Neglect 
this measure eventually spreads rather than 
controls the disease. 

The demand for eradication control 
must come from the producers themselves. 
There such demand for brucellosis eradi- 
cation; however have always had more 
counsel from producers before adopting other 
programs than has been the case when 
were considering brucellosis eradication pro- 
cedures. must have the producers, agri- 
cultural leaders, and public health leaders, 
our councils; because without them, and 
they without us, are lost. 

attack brucellosis usually results 
heavy loss, regardless any subsequent 
assistance can give. must therefore 
prevent the attack. This means locating the 
infection before conditions favoring its spread 
arise; and for this must rely the agglu- 
tination test. 

Brucellosis deceptive disease, and its 
self-limiting nature readily misinterpreted. 
More misinformation has been disseminated 
about brucellosis than about any other disease 
have undertaken eradicate. 

Strain vaccine produces serviceable 
resistance most calves, and softens the at- 
tack others.

control efforts long after the owner felt that 
the disease was eliminated from his herd.

12. Heifers six eight months old usually 
develop good resistance but not complete im- 
munity after vaccination with Strain 19.

nent reactors. 

13. Non-infected heifers breeding age, 
and cows, also develop marked resistance after 
vaccination, but many become permanent re- 
actors. 

14. There now method differentiat- 
ing vaccine reactions from those due natu- 
ral infection, but experimental work now 
under way encouraging. Such method 
would remove great barrier vaccination. 

15. Vaccination has not been shown have 
curative value. 

16. All available indicates that 
vaccination with Strain does not cause 
transmissible infection. 

There shortage veterinary personnel, 
and not use our limited forces the 
best effect. the last war learned con- 
centrate our fire, yet ask our veterinarians 
cover more and more territory with con- 
sequent loss effectiveness. many areas, 
different man did the follow-up work each 
time, which doubly unsound. 
narian who cannot observe progress cannot 
sustain proper interest the program; nor 
can develop much interest community 
which not his home and whose progress 
not personal concern. 

The practicing veterinarian, the other 
hand, vitally interested, and will usually 
there enjoy success endure failure. 
must incorporated this work and given 
all possible assistance. The regularly em- 
ployed veterinarian should mostly super- 
visory work, but participate all phases 
the project when necessary.

Health Certificates for Interstate and Foreign Shipments 
ARTHUR BOYD, DVM, Assistant Chief, Division Animal Industry, 


California State Department Agriculture 


has been our observation the State Di- 
vision Animal Industry that veterinarians 
issuing health certificates covering interstate 
and foreign shipments animals should exer- 
cise greater care the preparation these 
documents. Too often after engaging veteri- 
narian and paying fee, the prospective 
shipper learns, his amazement, that his 
efforts and expense have been vain and 
the health certificate which received not 
“worth the paper it’s written upon,” because 
does not conform with the requirements 


state, territory, country destination. 


fully realized that busy practitioners 
and livestock and allied groups would rejoice 
there were greater uniformity and less 


complexity interstate regulations 


gated supposedly the interest animal 
health. Some these regulations seem highly 
impractical and far-fetched, sometimes the 
point becoming trade barriers instead 
trade stimulators; however, must bear 
mind that they are the law the state 
destination and must complied with and 
cannot waived officials the state 
origin. 

California has been the policy issue 
official health certificate blanks for interstate 
and foreign shipments veterinarians who 
have been designated jointly the federal 
and state governments authorized au- 
thorized and accredited. Authorized veteri- 
narians can issue health certificates for inter- 
state shipments livestock, but certificates 
for foreign shipments must issued 
accredited veterinarian. 
granted licensed veterinarians upon appli- 
cation the State Division Animal Industry 
which, turn, recommends the applicant 
the Bureau Animal Industry. Ac- 
creditation obtained passing federal ac- 
credited examination. such examination 
has been passed another state, then accredi- 
tation may granted California the 
basis reciprocity. 

Only two forms official interstate health 
certificates are issued the State, namely, 
Form 10, Certificate Interstate 
Movement Cattle, cover shipments 
cattle and goats when tuberculin test and/or 
agglutination test for Brucellosis are required. 
The Form 43, Livestock Health Cer- 
tificate for Interstate Shipments, for inter- 
state movements animals, including poultry, 
other than those covered Form 10. 
These forms also are used for foreign ship- 
ments, the Form for cattle and goats and 
the Form for all other classes livestock 
and poultry. Certificates are serially num- 
bered for purpose record. 


Veterinarians agreeing issue health cer- 
tificates should ascertain the place destina- 
tion shjpment and then make their re- 
sponsibility comply with the laws that 
State. 

How can the veterinarian obtain informa- 
tion concerning the requirements the place 
destination? Each authorized veterinarian 
should obtain copy the booklet known 
Circular Revised, entitled “Health Require- 
ments Governing Admission 
This booklet contains the interstate health re- 
quirements all the states and territories, 
also Canada. Certain changes, however, -are 
made from time time. copy can ob- 
tained sending cents Dr. Hender- 
shott, Secretary, Livestock Sanitary 

The State Division Animal Industry, 
State Office Building No. Sacramento (Tele- 
phone 2-4711, Local 422 425), maintains 
current file the various state requirements 
and will furnish this information upon re- 


‘quest. for foreign countries, the office 


the United States Bureau Animal Industry, 
Room 218, Federal Building, Sacramento 
(Telephone 3-2626), has information relating 
requirements most the countries 
where shipments are usually sent. They 
not have, however, current files some for- 
eign countries. The local consuls’ offices 
most foreign countries have full information 
concerning animal health requirements the 
countries they represent, and whenever pos- 
sible this source information should 
used. information not available 
through these sources, then becomes neces- 
sary contact the United States Bureau 
Animal Industry Washington, for 
details. 

frequently have health certificates re- 
turned livestock sanitary officials other 
states because the certificates are not com- 
plete, unintelligible, not official forms. 
This situation sometimes results great in- 
convenience and expense livestock ship- 
pers. Some shipments are held the 
road until proper health information fur- 
nished, and occasionally another veterinarian 
has engaged complete the necessary 
health requirements. hear complaints that 
veterinarians issued health certificate but 
never even “looked the animal.” Should 
such complaints justified, even very 
limited extent, reflects the good work 
all conscientious veterinarians. There are 
some states that not require physical 
examination observation certain in- 
stances. For example, sometimes the only re- 
quirement that the cattle accompanied 
signed statement the effect that they 
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originated Modified Accredited Tubercu- 
losis-free Area. believed that some mis- 
understanding could avoided the veteri- 
narian would take pains explain that 
observation the animals was required. 

requirement some states and most 
foreign countries that health certificates 
approved the state federal livestock 
sanitary official the state origin. In- 
stances have occurred where this requirement 
was overlooked and the error discovered just 
before shipment was move, necessitating 
delay shipping schedule missing re- 
served transportation. One can readily appre- 
ciate the expense and inconvenience that 
entailed instance where, due faulty 
health certificate, boat scheduled for for- 
eign country missed. Frequently reserva- 
tions for livestock shipments must made 
and paid for advance and may require the 
construction special pens housing the 
case boat shipments. Then, again, there 
the waiting charge for trucks that have been 
ordered transport livestock. 

Health certificates for dogs sometimes are 
returned from the state destination ship- 
ment because the veterinarian issuing the 
same fails indicate that the animal, ani- 
mals, have been vaccinated against rabies 
have originated area which this dis- 
ease has not existed for six months, etc., 
the case may be, and are required the 
regulations the state involved. California’s 
rabies law under the jurisdiction the 
State Department Public Health, and 
obtain information the occurrence 
rabies any area the state one should 
communicate with either the State Depart- 
ment Public Health, 760 Market Street, 
1122 Phelan Building, San Francisco (tele- 
phone Underhill 1-8700, Ext. 806) with 
the local city county health officer. Another 
reason why health certificates are returned 
and sometimes cause shippers inconvenience 
that the writing not legible, particularly 
the name the city destination, consignee’s 
name and address, description and identifi- 
cation the animal. 

Some states require, for all classes live- 
stock and other states for certain species, 
permits obtained prior movement 
addition shipment being accompanied 
health certificate. this information made 
available the shipper the veterinarian 
issuing the health certificate, then the proper 
permit could applied for advance and 
frequently avoid delays later when the ship- 
per learns from other sources that such 
permit necessary. When health certificates, 
accompanying laboratory test reports, in- 
dicate animal intended for shipment 
given lot reactor positive, and such 
findings render the animal ineligible for 
shipment, then the veterinarian issuing the 
certificate should strike out such animals and 
indicate “not included shipment.”

DOPING RACE 


PEOPLES, Professor Comparative Pharmacology, Davis, California 


The different states use about the same 
methods for insuring that racehorses haven’t 
been stimulated depressed any way. Usu- 
ally the horse kept paddock for about 
two hours before the race, and after the race 
urine and saliva samples are taken from the 
winner. some states, the steward can select 
any horse wants for sampling. 

Canada, the government analyzes the 
samples; some states, like New York, state 
laboratories it; and other states, such 
California, private laboratories make the anal- 
ysis. The methods are about the same. Reports 
the racing boards, and the officials decide 
what steps take, except Massachusetts. 
Here the state does the testing and the racing 
board hears about through the court. 
felony dope horse Massachusetts, and 
the offender goes jail for two years for first 
offense. case not reported unless the proof 
will stand court. After the man has 
finished his jail sentence, the board 
takes any action sees fit. This about the 
roughest state for the racing dope people. 


Detecting the Drugs 


course not concerned with what 
happens the man who gets caught; just 
supposed catch him. Some the drugs 
that look for are: atropine, benzedrine, 
benadryl, brucine, caffeine, cocaine, codeine, 
coramine, demerol, ephedrine, metrazol, mor- 
phine, novocaine, quinine, scopolomine, sodium 
barbital, sodium dilantin, strychnine, and theo- 
phylline; and there are several more. 

The present method testing usually 
follows: The urine saliva concentrated, 
extracted with alcohol, and acid extracted 
leave three concentrates. About four drops 
each fraction are left the whole sample. Six 
ten reagents are added each part, and 
crystals form. Each drug crystallizes 
more than four different forms, that are char- 
acteristic for the drug. Crystals from saliva 
usually differ from urine crystals. man has 
know these four forms-for thirty drugs. 
Sometimes two crystal tests and color test are 
used. positive not reported unless really 
positive. 

One test consists injecting unpurified 
urine saliva into mouse, and watching the 
mouse see how reacts. true that some 
drugs will cause decided reaction enough 
present, but usually the amount too small. 
Also samples may contain impurities that cause 
reaction when there dope them. The 
test therefore not considered reliable. 

Sometimes nearly all the drugs show up. 
This indicates “Canadian which con-

tains almost everything. few drops are sup- 
posed wonders for your horse. 

Many the older drugs are longer use 
and don’t have tested for. However, tests 
for the new drugs are not always sensitive 
for the older ones like strychnine. The 
people who dope racehorses are well aware 
that, and are apparently willing and able 
hire high-calibre scientific brains tell them 
what they can get away with. race be- 
tween two groups scientists, one inventing 
tests and the other getting around them. 


Benzedrine 


well known horse operators that no- 
body detects benzedrine. But tests have now 
been worked out, which came terrific 
shock man Massachusetts. “I’ve doped 
horses every state the union,” said, 
“and don’t see why I’m caught here!” Pos- 
sibly were unfair and should have an- 
nounced that had new tests and intended 
catch him. 

The test developed Harvard uses spec- 
troscope and ultraviolet light. have been de- 
veloping simple test requiring cc. less 
urine. Extraction with ether and then acid 
produces nice red color varying intensity 
with the amount benzedrine present. This 
test rapid enough use the track, but 
haven’t actually put into practice yet. Ben- 
zedrine can detected for hours, taking 
the sample the track isn’t necessary. 

The usual dose 200 300 mg. affects 
respiration and raises blood pressure, the 
heart would strained when racing. Prob- 
ably this would shorten the horse’s useful life.

The daily routine times highlighted 
with the unusual. Recently case was pre- 
sented, with the following history:

Gangrene the affected part and peri- 
tonitis were present. 

six-year-old female Doberman Pinscher 
was presented state extreme dehydra- 
tion, muscular twitchings, vomiting, hemor- 
rhage from the bowel, subnormal tempera- 
ture and state coma, exhaustion and 
weakness. The the bitch had 
completed her season about three weeks pre- 
viously, had been accidentally bred and the 
owner had administered vaginal douches. For 
one week prior examination, the dog 
had been treated with oral administration 
“large blue tablets.” The need for fluids was 
apparent that immediately administered 
isotonic fluid therapy. Five hundred c.c. were 
given intravenously and five hundred c.c. sub- 
cutaneously. addition c.c. adrenal 
cortex, vitamin complex, vitamin were 
injected. Blankets and heat were applied. 
Treatment was continued indicated inter- 
vals. high Penicillin blood level was main- 
tained. Response the initial treatment was 


up. the dog track was well known pro- 
cedure give salty meal Greyhound 
who was winning too often, and then put cool 
water where could get it, would load 
up. fellow was telling much better 
put rock between his toes, accidentally 
put him the starting gate backwards.

Recently have been using stainless steel 
suture material for closing the peritoneal 
cavity abdominal surgery such en- 
terotomies, gastrotomies, hernial reductions, 
ovario-hysterectomies and allied surgical pro- 
cedures. Gauges are employed. 
continuous interrupted suture used 
suture the peritoneum and muscle. This layer 
buried and the skin sutured separately. Oc- 
casionally, when long incisions are closed 
additional layer suture applied bring 
the fasciae into coaptation. Burying the stain- 
less steel suture may controversial owing 
the fact that are introducing foreign 
body, perhaps causing fistulous tract. Our 
results have shown that this procedure free 
complications and advantageous wound 
healing.

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WHAT FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE LOOKS LIKE 


Pictures Show Outward Symptoms—But Accurate Diagnosis 
Calls for Veterinary Skill and Experience 


Prompt discovery foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease the basis its quick eradication, says 
the Bureau Animal Industry, Depart- 
ment Agriculture. Like fire, this live- 
stock plague easiest stamp out detected 
early and control measures are undertaken 
immediately. that livestock owners and 
others may know what this foreign infection 
looks like and able report suspicious 
cases veterinary authorities, the Bureau has 
authorized the publication series pic- 
tures affected animals. Some the pic- 
tures were taken during outbreaks the 
disease the United States. Others were 
made central Mexico, where campaign

Common foot symptoms foot-and-mouth 
disease include— 

(1) Eroded tissue between the toes, 

(2) Sore feet that cause affected animals 
lie down most the time, 

(3) Sore feet that cause hogs walk 
their knees. 

Common mouth symptoms include— 

(4) Blisters the tongue, which break, 


control and eradication now progress. 

The outward symptoms vary somewhat 
different animals, different outbreaks, and 
even different localities during the same 
outbreak. But the conditions shown the 
pictures are fairly typical. 

The more common foot symptoms are: Blis- 
ters between the toes, lameness one more 
feet, sloughing the hoof, and pain sufficient 
cause affected animals lie down much 
the time. Affected hogs sometimes walk 
their knees. 

Common mouth symptoms are: Blisters 
the lips and tongue, ropy saliva, smacking 
the mouth, and evidence pain when eating.

(6) Smacking lips and accumulations 
saliva, cattle. 


Other symptoms include— 


(7) Blisters and erosions cows’ teats, 
with rapid drop milk production. 
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Other symptoms are rapid loss flesh, re- 
duced milk flow, inflamed udders, blisters 
teats, and loss appetite. 

Animals showing such suspicious symptoms, 
especially several are similarly affected, 
should confined, and the case reported 
once the nearest State Federal veteri- 
narian. Serious spread disease likely 
follow the moving such 
animals. 

accurate diagnosis requires veterinary 
skill and experience, some less harmful 
diseases have few the same symptoms 
foot-and-mouth disease. The two diseases 
most likely confused with are vesicu- 
lar stomatitis and vesicular exanthema. Often 
necessary for expert diagnosticians 
distinguish between the three inoculation 


tests which different kinds animals are 
used. The virus foot-and-mouth disease 
affects cattle, hogs, sheep, goats, and guinea 
pigs, but not horses. That vesicular stoma- 
titis affects all those animals, including horses. 
The virus vesicular exanthema affects hogs, 
sometimes horses, but not cattle guinea 
pigs. However, only persons with technical 
knowledge and skill should assume the re- 
sponsibility final diagnosis. 

Department veterinary officials emphasize 
that known case foot-and-mouth disease 
has existed the United States since the last 
small outbreak California 1929. Publi- 
laction pictures the outward symptoms 
the disease, therefore, purély precau- 
tionary help stockmen and others 
recognizing the disease more readily 
outbreak should occur this country. 


Joint Statement Between County Agents and Veterinarians 


joint meeting the Livestock Committee 
the National Association County Agri- 
cultural Agents, and the Committee Public 
Relations the American Veterinary Medical 
Association was held Amarillo, Texas, 
April 28th, 1948, for the purpose discussing 
joint problems and improving the relations 
between the two groups. After full discussion 
series statements were agreed upon 
unanimously. These are follows: 


Surveys carried both parties in- 
dicate that majority states the relation- 
ship between County Agents and practicing 
veterinarians are good and are improving. 
However, few states relations between 
the groups are reported the veterinarians 
indifferent. 

agreed that both groups are essen- 
tial progressive and successful livestock 
industry, and that full attainment the goal 
maximum service will only reached 
full cooperation both groups. 


Both groups consist college trained 
and experienced men. Adequate compensa- 
tion necessary attract good men into 
these professions, and retain those who 
prove well adapted their work. 
County Agents are full-time employees the 
Cooperative Extension Service. Frequently, 
they are underpaid. This not good economy 
and recommended that governmental 
fiscal officers review this situation and make 
adjustments where needed. The practicing 
veterinarians must rely solely private fees, 
and this point should always kept mind 
when planning cooperative activities. 

That all times County Agents and 
veterinarians should cooperate fully with the 
maximum effort toward understanding each 
other’s problems, and, this way, improve 
the service both groups the livestock 
industry and promotion public health. 
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Both County Agents and veterinarians 
should center maximum efforts aimed pre- 
vention animal and poultry diseases. 
such activities the County Agent and vet- 
erinarian should act cooperation and 
coordination, the County Agent being the 
channel for publicizing the educational pro- 
gram. 

all communities where qualified 
veterinary service available, Vocational 
Agricultural Instructors can service 
livestock and poultry raisers advising them 
consult veterinarian whenever animal 
and poultry diseases are involved. 

All Vocational Agricultural Instructors 
should refrain from serving field agents 
usage agents for veterinary biological prod- 
ucts. 

areas where qualified veterinary serv- 
ice not available, County Agents can render 
public service helping qualified veter- 
inarians locate their community and 
giving such newly located veterinarians all 
possible cooperation and support. 

That any time menacing animal 
disease diagnosed community, the 
veterinarian should immediately enlist the 
fullest day-to-day cooperation his County 
Agent. 

10. The Joint Committee urgently recom- 
mends that County Agents and veterinarians 
meet state and county levels and organize 
their efforts with those livestock producers 
and arrange such meetings they deem 
necessary protect the livestock and public 
health their communities. 

11. The Joint Committee suggests that con- 
tinued efforts should made along the lines 
herewith outlined and that suggestions from 
individual County Agents and veterinarians 
are invited the Joint Committee. This 
invitation further extended all groups 
individuals interested better agriculture.
